‘The defend- 
ant’s mouth was closed, nnd lis had no pos- 
sibility of investizacing the case after the 
long day in making this claim. That was 
how he pat tho case to his Lordship on the 
werits, but he said from a legal point of 
view that the plaintiffs had no claim what- 
ever ngainst the Captain, certainly not in 
regard to the telegrams, The plaintitis went 
ihe length of depriving the defendant of 
liberty and- swearite an Suffidyvit * that 
he wes justly indebted. Tho way in 
which the claim was bronght was not in 
any way likely to bring about conciliation 
Tetween the parties. The defendant waa 
the master of a large steamer, ‘some two 
thousand tons, and juat three hours befure 
the time of the steamer’s departare this 
claim was suddenly pressud against him, 
and le was arrested hecause, as Me Wilson 
candidly admitted, it was thought be would 
pay. He submitied that from a legal point 
of view there was no claim ugainst the de- 
ferdant. The claim could only be brought 
sunder the special provisions of the ordia- 
ance which extended the Bills of Lading 
Act to thia Col..ny, and under theas pro- 
visions the only parties who could sue 
were the consiynees of cargo. The con- 
signees hnd becn sativfied by Messrs Rus- 
sell and Co as n;ente for the ownera of the 
Westmeath, and therefore all rixbis uuder 
that bill of lading were extinguished.
